Dr. Pritchard 
Tells of Trip 
At Kiwanis 

Several “Stars” and More 
Gives Interesting Facts of 
Eastern Conditions 
and Changes

Charles B. Klunk Presides 
in Absence of Pres.

Interesting sidelights of Rev. 
A. O. Pritchard’S six week's 
trip back to the Middle We.st and 
the Atlantic Coast constituted 
the piece de resistance of the 
Kiwanis luncheon meeting Tues- 
went deeper than a mere travel- 
ogpie but were related in an easy 
manner and mingled with bits 
of humor that kept his audience 
interested and alert. Charles 
Klunk, vice president, presided 
at the meeting in the absence of 
Ray Grant who was called to 
Oregon last week on account of 
his mother’s death. 

Rev. Pritchard commented 
briefly upon the weather which 
is usually upperrno.st in every- 
Ixjdy’s mind when they hear of 
one making a trip back East 
in the summer. He stated that 
June, of course, is the nicest 
month of the year back there, 
but even at that four days of his 
trip were very rainy. Tlie main 
objections to the climate are 
the hot nights and the great ex¬ 
tremes of summer and winter 
that one must always consider. 

One of the most noticeable 
hjinges that have taken place in 
the i?st four years, the speaker 
said, is *he getting away from 
competltioi. ^ong great railroad 
lines and woklng for efficiency 
^rather than coOldering the scen¬ 
ic attractions foi passengers. On 
his way back on ■' certain rail¬ 
way tine, the passei^ers di.scnv- 
ered that they were •o-'o through 
the most .scenic pau the trip 
in the dead of night. I’hey were 
quite indignant about it because 
’ this feature had beer held out to ^ 
them in a most atractive man¬ 
ner when the -ickets were .sold, 
he said. 

Dr. Ritchard’s chief purpose 
in RMKlng the trip was to act , 
as the delegate from this dis- ■ 
trlct to the National Council of 
Congregational churches at De¬ 
troit. There is a general move- ■ 
ment among a 11 protestant 
churches to get together for the 
basic principles and goals are 
the same. At this council it was 
voted to unite with the Christian 
church which has a large mem¬ 
bership throughout the Middle 
West, but only about four 
churches in California so that 
this di.strict la not affected at 
all. 

Another outstanding feature of 
the National Council was the ad¬ 
dress given by Ex-Governor 
Sweet of Colorado on the topic 
of "World Peace.” Mr. Sweet 
declared that the Kellog Treaty 
whiph has been formally ratiflcil 
and accepted by the United 
States is absolutely binding now 
and one of its clauses states that 
all disputes between nations must 
be settled by peaceful methods. 
Anyone, therefore, who advocates 
the taking up of arms by this 
country is guilty of disobedience 
to our laws and does not deserve 
to be considered a law-abiding 
American citizen, Mr. Sweet de- ! 
dared. 

Dr. Pritchard was very much 
Interested in fcusiness conditions 
throughout the country and made 
it a point to, consult bankers, 
business men, and other leaders 
m this matter. He learned that 

that time, around the first of 
June, crop prospects in the Da¬ 
kotas, Kansas, Iowa and Nebra.s- 
ka were exceptionlly good. Build¬ 
ing seems to be going on a tre¬ 
mendous pace in Detroit, New 
York, Albany and other places 
'*where he had time to observe 
carefully.

solidation of business, he said, 
and this is being backed by the 
omni-present banks which seem , 
fa to have the guiding hand in all ; 
business ventures.

Central Ave. 

City Council and Property 
Owners’ ,\ssociation 
Confer 

F]a.st Central To He Opened 
to Uniform Width 
of 6.5 Feet 


j The Council met with the ex- 
j ecutlve committee of the Central 
Avenue Property Owners Assn, 
at the City Hall Monday evening 
for an informal conference rela¬ 
tive to the Central Avenue Pro- 
ject. 

It was decided to proceed with 
i the project as expeditiously as 
po.ssible under the provisions of 
’ the council’s resolution of Novem- 
j ber 13, which has never been re¬ 
scinded. This provided that West 
Central should not be repaved 
and that East Central should be 
a uniform width of 65 feet to 
■ the city limits, with the crowm 
’of the .street lowered and resur¬ 
faced, with installation of curbs, 

' gutters and sidewalks where 
' needed. 

I It was decided that a drain 
should be installed on West Cen¬ 
tral at Baldwin to take care of 
the water which, during heavy 
rains in the past, has flooded the 
' stores on the south side of the 
'street. The engineer stated this 
could be done satisfactorily at 
rea.sonable cost. Also sidewalks 
will be installed on West Central 
where needed. Under the com¬ 
pleted project. Central avenue 
will have sidewalks the entire 
length within the city limits. 

It developed that members of 
the Council have been devoting 
considerable time to clearing a- 
way .some of the obstacles in the 
patli of immediate action on the 
project and ,Mr. Myers was able 
to report that the City of Ar¬ 
cadia was willing to again cede 
to Sierra Matire jurisdiction over 
that portion of the project in Ar¬ 
cadia with the understanding 
tlial the street was to be 65 
feet in width to the’ double drive 
and pjived with macadam. 

Before the meeting closed the 
members of the committee ex¬ 
pressed their appreciation of 
the spirit of cooperation and help¬ 
fulness shown by the Council and 
their belief that, under such con- 
dition.s, the project could be 
brought to a satisfactory con¬

Swimming 

Red Cross Instruction Proves 
Popular at Canyon 
Park Pool 

Awards To Be Presented 
.Saturday Which is 
Last Dav 


The swim campaign which is 
being .sponsored by the local 
chapter of the American Red 
Cro.ss and the National organi¬ 
zation in Canyon Park pool this 
week will cost approximately 
$125, Two hundred seven are 
enrolled in the swimming classes 
which are growing larger each 
day and great interest is being 
shown among young and old a- 
like. 

The classes in .swimming and 
life-saving are being conducted 
by L. N. Steimle who is sent 
here by the Pacific Branch of¬ 
fice of the Red Cross at .Sa.n 
I’ranci.sco.^ He is a graduate of 
the University of California, 
where he majored in physical 
education, taking swimming and 
life-saving under Don K. Park. 
He is a qualified Red Cross life¬ 
saving examiner and a member 
of the Los Angeles Life Saving 
Corps. Mr. Steimle recently 
conducted successful campaigns 
at Anaheim and Barstow and 
will go to Vacaville immediately 
upon leaving Sierra Madre. 

Teaching school children to 
swim is one of the chief aims 
of the American Red Cross Life 
Saving Service. Statistics show 
that 7 out of every 10 adults 
cannot swim a .stroke and it is 
found that these 7 drown with¬ 
in 30 feet of safety. The aver¬ 
age child above 6 years of age 
can be taught to swim 30 feet 
or more in 6 lessons with the 
methods used by the Red Cross. 
Mr. Steimle states that 15 chil¬ 
dren between the ages of 6 and 
9 years learned to swim 15 feet 
this week in two lessons and 
without realizing that they W'ere 
learning to swim. 

, The system used by the Red 
Cross was formerly used by Dr. 
Dean Brink and is based on the 
psychological principle that to 
combat the fear with which non¬ 
swimmers are afflicted, there 
must be submitted mind pictures 
to occupy the mind completely. 

A group of children is placed 
in a semi-circle, waist deep ih 
water facing Mr. Steimle, who 
tells the following story entitled, 
"The Hungry Duck," "Every time 
a duck gets hungry, she has to 
put her face under water to look 
for food. If she can see under 
water, we can. I will look and 
tell you what I see. Open your 
eyes after the face is under. 
Don't hurry about it, hold your 
breath, take your time, look at 
your fingers," A demonstration 
by the instructor follows after 
which the class is advised to try 
it in imitation of a flock of baby 
ducks. Next the children play 
they are motor boats, when they 
take the air into the carburetor 
I the mouth I and let the air out 
again through the exhaust pipe 
(the nose I with the face under 
water. In like manner they are 
taught to float and bob around 
like the turtle and jellyfish. Then 
follows the sleigh ride over the 
water just as though it were ice 
and the paddling of legs up and 
down, keeping the knees straight 
and splashing the water lightly 
with the feet in imitation of the 
stern wheel of a steamboat. The 
windmill motion is also used and 
the course ends with a combina¬ 
tion of all these methods. 

Other courses are given in long 
distance swimming, diving and 
in junior and senior life saving. 

■An illuminated carnival was ' 
given Thursday evening, with ex¬ 
hibitions in life saving and fancy 
swimming. The fire dive was 
also presented, together with the 
egg and spoon race and the 
night gown relay. Beginners 
demonstrated in an interesting 
manner what they had learned 
since the beginning of the course 
on Mond.ay. 

Many interested parents have 
availed themselves of the oppor¬ 
tunity to watch the progress of 
children during the week and a 
cordial invitation is extended to 
all to come and watch the class¬ 
es. The campaign will end on 
Saturday when tests will be giv¬ 
en and awards made, A number 
of Sierra Madre citizens will act 
as examiners for the Red Cross.

lights, Chief Frank G. Snook i.s 
preparing to instruct all traffic 
officers that the new law will 
be strictly enforced. 

Snook explained that the new 
law permits an officer to stop 
any car when he has reasonable 
grounds for believing it has 
glaring or dazzling lights. Such 
driver may be required to sub¬ 
mit to a screen test and if the 
lights are found to be improper¬ 
ly focused tile officer shall is¬ 
sue notice of arrest. 

This notice .shall require that 
the offender have his lights ad¬ 
justed before appearing in court 
and be prepared to submit satis¬ 
factory evidence thnt he has done 
Hu when he appears. The pun¬ 
ishment thereafter will be up to 
the discretion of the court. 

Tile new law makes it a mis¬ 
demeanor for any per.son to re¬ 
fuse to take a screen test and 
the officer is permitted to waive 
tlie tivc-day clause in the old 
law and arrest such driver im¬ 
mediately in the event of refusal. 

“We have more complaints a- 
bout glaring lights than any 
other single offense and we are 
going to enforce this new law," 
said Snook.

The j 
charge for adjustment at tliese j 
stations is so small that any per¬ 
son can alTord to go in once in 
a while and have it done." 

The old law requires thnt dri¬ 
vers have their lights adjusted 
within twenty-four hours after 
having been slopped by the ofli- 
cer and to present their certifi¬ 
cates of adjustment to the nenr- 
e.st district attorney or justice 
of the peace. This has been 
found to be extremely unsatis¬ 
factory as many offenders dis¬ 
regarded ttie olTlcer’s instructions 
or tilted their lights to suit them¬ 
selves after having them ad¬ 
justed. 

The new law designates a 
headlight as legal ••if none of the 
main bright portion of the head¬ 
light beams rises above a hori¬ 
zontal plane passing through the 
lamp centers, parallel to the lev¬ 
el road upon which the loaded 
vel/iclc stands, and in no cases, 
higher than forty-two inches, 
seventy-five feet ahead of the 
vehicle.”

“Fatalities resulting from automobile 
accidents in the city and county of Los 
Angeles increased neai’ly 32 per cent during 
the first six months of 1929, according to 
preliminary reports of the public safety 
department of the Automobile Club of 
Southern California. 

“Deaths resulting from motor vehicle 
accidents of all natures totaled 358, accord¬ 
ing to the figures of the club; an increase 
of 86, or 32 percent over the fatalities of 
the same period in 1928. The number of 
automobiles operating in the city and coun¬ 
ty, however, has grown approximately only 
eight percent.”

public problem before the peo¬

"Lone Eagle” is registered as 
a member of this tribe at Wash¬ 
ington. D. C., and will receive an 
allotment of government land in 
South Dakota as soon as it is 
opened up. He already has a 
thousand-acre ranch in Montana 
known as “Eagle Bar Ranch, 
which was started as a home¬ 
stead by his father and which 
he has gradually added to. 

After finishing his course at 
the reservation school. Lone 
Eagle went to Iowa State Uni¬ 
versity where he was graduateti 
from the college of mining en¬ 
gineering in 1912. He then went 
to Canada where he served with 
the Regina Division of the famous 
Royal Northwest Mounted Police 
for two years, penetrating prac¬ 
tically every section of Canada 
and going within 200 miles of 
the Alaskan border. 

In 1914 he went to Mexico 
where he was employed by the 
Minneapolis Mining Conern in the 
provinces of Sinaloa, Chihuahua 
and Sonora, in the silver mines 
there. The company was forced 
to leave by the activities of the 
bandit. Villa, who plundered those 
states mercilessly and warred on 
the "gringoes” in particular. 

Returning to the United States, 
Lone Eagle enlisted in the Forty- 
Second Rainbow Division for ser¬ 
vice in the World War. Serving 
from 1917 to 1919, he came out 
with the commission of First 
Lieutenant. 

Feeling the need of a rest and 
recuperation, Lone Eagle then re¬ 
tired to his Montana Ranch 
where he "ran cattle” until 1923.

exercise under tlie open sky. 
Many of Uiem practically never 
step into the open air as they 
are driven from their homes to 
the railroad station in the sub¬ 
urbs, whisked over the railroads 
to the New York station, taken 
in an elevator to their oilice 
floor, and repeat the process on 
a reverse schedule at night. This 
is leading to the "little city with¬ 
in a city" movement so notice¬ 
able in recent years. 

Detroit's three surnptous new 
office buildings, the 25-mile lake- 
shore drive in Chicago being built 
on land reclaimed from the lake 
bed, Albany’s huge new state 
office building, commonly knowu 
as "Al Smith’s monimient” for it 
was built during his administra¬ 
tion as governor of New York, 
all were pointed out by Dr.

Transportation offers another 
interesting study. The bus lines 
are rapidly replacing the street 
cars and water passenger trans¬ 
portation is becoming almost un¬ 
known. Chfornia traft'ic laws 
are the best in the country, he 
said. Pedestrians in Detroit and 
New Y’ork are not compelled to 
obey traffic laws and he says it 
is as much as one’s life is worth 
to try to cross one of those 
streets, jumping and skipping be¬ 
tween autos being driven at a 
furious pace.
